{the sawmill when operated by the 
Atlas Plywood Company. This 
building contains approximately 
5,000 square feet of .space and 
iwould need an addition attached 
of approximately 50° x 70’. Mr. 
Laeder and Mr. Hendershot have 
;come to an agreement and a lease 
has been signed. This lease calls 
for a minimum payment of $200.00 
rent per month, based on 1% of 
ithe Pallet Companys gross sales.
